Horyu-ji Temple . Built around 607, Horyu-ji is the oldest 
surviving wood building in the world. 24 minutes. 

Katsura Imperial Palace . This film explores the beauty of the 
palace and its surrounding grounds. Built in the 16th century, 
it is an outstanding example of traditional Japanese architecture.

Masters of Modern Sculpture; The Pioneers --Rodin, Degas, 

Lehmbruck, Matisse, and Picasso are featured. 52 minutes. 

Masters of Modern Sculpture: Beyond Cubism ~-Gabo, Pevsner, 

Duchamp, Mir6, Arp, and Ernst are featured. 52 minutes. 

Masters of Modern Sculpture; The New World --Nevelson , Noguchi, 
Segal, Newman, Smith, and Christo are featured. 52 minutes. 

Isamu Noguchi . This film reviews four decades of Noguchi’s 
sculpture around the world. 28 minutes.
